Peaches And Apples Es­ 
cape Damage From 
Hail But Growers 
Fear Wet Spell 
Will Continue. 


The hail which fell Thursday 
evening and this 
morning was 
not sufficiently heavy to injure 
blooming peach and cherry trees, 
according 
to 
orchardists. 
But 
the fruit growers fear a p ro tract­ 
ed period of wet weather while 
the blossoms are on the 
trees 
would result in non-pollinization, 
essential at this period of grow th. 
Growers recall that thousands 
of dollars of dam age was caused 
to the apple crop several years 
ago by a king 
period of 
wet 
weather while the blossoms were 
on the trees and pollinization was 
not able to be accomplished by 
bees, wind and other means. 
The apple blossoms are wit su f­ 
ficiently fa r advanced to be in­ 
jured by hail, but a drop in te m ­ 
perature to freezing point or be­ 
low would play havoc just now. 
A dry freeze would not injure a p ­ 
ple blossoms, but would destroy 
the peach and cherry blooms.

new theory is correct. 
If so, we 
don’t regret it. 
T is a sorry speci- 
man of hum anity who would net 
cheerfully sw ap three minutes of 
humdrum in the present complex 
living for 30 seconds of ecstasy, of 
delirium in 
a world too sadly 
sane. 
The principle m ust work both 
ways, if either. 
T hat is a com­ 
fort. 
If some of the never-to-be- 
forgotten kisses received in a life­ 
time, not overcrowded with such 
happy incidents for most of us 
busy people, shorten our m ortal 
span three m inutes or more, then 
surely the innum erable kisses of

Surely no better a rg u m en t is need­ 
ed for being sure of the seed corn 
planted than the w ork of the P e n n sy l-1 
vania S ta te college, using 270 samples 
of ten ears each with six grains taken 
from each ear of the show corn ex­ 
hibited at H arrisb u rg

January. 
This corn tests, as follows: 
45 per 
cent germ inated 90 per cent or better, 
19 per cent germ inated 80 to 90 per 
cent, 24 per cent germ inated 50 to 80 
per cent, 12 per cent germ inated less 
than BO per cent.

H arrisb u rg .— Alcoholism caused 60 
deaths in Pennsylvania during Ja n ­ 
uary. the larg est num ber for any one 
m onth in tw o years, the m onthly re­ 
port of the bureau of vital statistics 
disclosed.

in P ittsb u rg h and six in Philadelphia.
